The Sunrise of Handicap 


Handicapped people have a way of go- 
ing on to great achievements. Many men 
and women have risen to heights they would 
never have attained but for some serious, 
at first heart-breaking, handicap. The 
world of athletics is filled with examples 
of this; and so is almost every other field 
of achievement, temporal and eternal. Jacob 
was one of these handicapped princes. At 
Jabbok he had a wrestling match with God, 
and he came out. of it a cripple—but “a 
prince with God,” as his new name Israel 
signified. It was there that he made his 
great surrender, and the next morning “the 
sun rose upon him, and he halted upon his 
thigh” (Gen. 32:31). He walked with a 
limp after that, he was handicapped; but 
the sunrise of his handicap began that day. 
Are we looking to Jacob’s God to make his 


sun rise upon our handicap? Paul did so, 
and sang in triumph, “Most gladly there- 
fore will I rather glory in my infirmities, 
that the power of Christ may rest upon me” 


(2 Cor. 12:9).

These Very Bodies to Be Raised 


“How say some among you that there 
is no resurrection of the dead?” Paul asked 
the question. long ago, and it still needs 
to be asked today. For many, even among 
Christians, make the mistake of thinking 
that “resurrection” means merely continued 
spiritual life after the death of the body, or 
the replacing of the dead body by another 
body. Resurrection means the fising again 
of the body that went dewn in death : trans- 
formed, glorified, but the very body that died. 
When there is so little emphasis upon this 
miracle of bodily resurrection today, it is 
refreshing to find a clear statement about 
it in THe Sunpay ScHoot Times of April 
22, 1865. Here is part of the message of 
that Easter Number of more than seventy 
years ago: “Who has not felt, as he stood 
by the open grave of one most dear, and 
looked down on the closed lid which shut 
out from his anguished view the form so 


well beloved, what a glorious hope we have 
in the promises of a resurrection? The 
thought that the precious dust will rise 
again, in a new and perfect form, is one 
most comforting to the stricken heart. We 
have cared for the poor clay so tenderly, 
have seen through it alone the manifesta- 
tions of that inner life which we know can 
never die, that it is‘a double anguish to 
think of our buried treasure being lost to 
us forever. But of all the works which 
God has wrought, what can seem more 
wonderful than that all the dead shall rise? 
Think of the dust of centuries which the 
old earth covers! ‘Think of the thousand 
new forms into which the particles of these 
bodies have been resolved — into the waving 
trees, the fruits and grains of the earth, 
again to circulate throuzh the veins of 
living beings! Some tossed by the wild 
waves of the sea to the four quarters of 
the globe, yet in all their wanderings 
watched by an all-seeing eye, and ready 
at the moment of his bidding to haste and 
join their fellows,.to build up once more 
the crumbled tenement for the soul. Noth- 
ing shall be wanting to make the identity 
perfect. ‘It is sown a natural body, it is 
raised a spiritual body. Yet we know tt 
shall be our very bodies still.” 


The Joy Beyond the Sorrow 


N THE hour of woe, particularly in 
] time of bereavement, the Christian heart 

finds its comfort in the Word of God. 
And of all its consoling passages per- 
haps none is so sweetly familiar, none so 
frequently used when life is freighted with 
grief, as thre opening verses of. the four- 
teenth chapter of John’s Gospel. “Let not 
your heart be troubled: ye believe in God, 
believe also in me. In my Father’s house 
are many mansions: if it were not so, I 
would have told you. I go to prepare a 
place for you. And if I go to prepare a 
place for you, I will come again, and re- 
ceive you unto myself: that where I am, 
there ye may be also.” Meditating in 
these words yields some precious things for 
the believer’s season of sorrow. 
‘There is first to be noted our Lord’s 
concern for the grief-stricken. The Twelve 
had been told that their Lord was to die, 
and that suffering and calamity were to 
be the circumstances of his dying, But they 
had trusted that it had been he which should 
have redeemed Israel. Now they thought 
those hopes were being shattered. That 
was bitter enough, but there was more. 
They had known a most precious. fellow- 


ship with him. Their lives had been so 
intertwined with his, they had learned so 
to rely upon him, that the thought of fac- 
ing life without him was unbearable.. That 
would be life with its light extinguished. 
No wonder that sorrow filled their hearts. 

But their Lord knows all that they feel 
and he is concerned about it. The cross 
lies just before him, but his thought’ is 
not for himself but for them. Hence he 
addresses to them: these words of comfort. 
The fact that he should do so is revealing. 
It shows him as feeling keenly their sor- 
row of heart. And to see the Lord Jesus 
thus moved with compassion is to know that 
the Father feels with us in all our griefs. 
For it is in the very context that we read 
the words of the Son, “He that hath seen 
me hath seen the Father.” In our Lord’s 
concern for his own on this occasion we 
see God’s concern for us whenever calam- 
ity strikes the trustful. ‘He doth not af- 
flict willingly nor grieve the children of 
men.” The ancient words hold true as to, 
God and his people, “In all their affliction 
he was afflicted.” So, whatever may be the 
perplexities surrounding the divine Provi- 
dence in our seasons of grief, we can. be.

sure that God cares, sure that he feels with 
his stricken children. 

Then observe the plea for their continued 
trust. “Ye believe in God, believe also 
in me.” Here is an appeal for implicit 
confidence. Our Lord not only sympathizes 
with us in our times of crushing sorrow, 
he also knows what a strain such times put 
upon our faith. And he is concerned that 
we should maintain our confidence in him 
unimpaired. “Believe in me,” he pleads, 
“despite all the mysteries of my ways with 
you.” He would not have our faith collapse 
under calamity. 

And there are two reasons why we 
should not permit sore and perplexing trial 
to undo our faith. The first is that we 
have such a fragmentary knowledge of 
God’s working. Words spoken to Peter 
shortly before these other words often 
apply in our experiences: “What I do 
thou knowest not now; but thou shalt know 
hereafter.” _ How little we.do know of 
what lies behind God’s will and ways! 

Job was suddenly and sorely bereaved 
and afflicted both in loss of possessions and 
in bodily ills. His wife bade him curse God 
and die. But thus to have relapsed into 
bitter rebellion would have been to pass 
premature judgment on things. Job did 
not know it, but he was a principal actor 
in a drama some scenes of which were 
laid on earth and some in Heaven. He 
could see only the earth-staged scenes. Had 
he known the events going on in the un- 
seen world related to his case, what light 
it would have thrown upon things! But 
to have revealed them too soon would have 
frustrated the divine purpose in the permis- 
sion of Job’s afflictions. “Now we see 
through a glass, darkly; but then, face to 
face: now I know in part; but then shall I 
know even as also I am known.” “Judge 
nothing before the time,” is an inspired 
word that we do well to heed, particularly 
where we cannot understand God’s mys- 
tery ways. Some day we shall know. 
Heaven’s side in human affairs will be 
all revealed. And we shall be satisfied, 
when we awake, for then we shall see how 
infinite wisdom and love were behind the 
bitterest things of life’s way. 


“If we could push ajar the gates of life, 
And stand within and all God’s working 


see, 
We could interpret all this doubt and strife, 
and for each mystery find a key.” 
But till then, let us refuse to pass harsh 
and premature judgment upon God’s wis- 
dom and love. As men and women of faith 
we can safely wait for God to ‘vindicate 
himself. 
“And we shall see that all God’s plans were 
right, 
And most that seemed reproof was love 
most true.’ 

The other reason why we should not let 
our griefs impair our faith is that we have 
such an adequate knowledge of what God 
is like. Our knowledge of his ways may 
be too inadequate to permit a present judg- 
ing of their wisdom, but we are left in no 
doubt as to the utter trustworthiness of 
our God. His good will, his grace and 
kindness toward us have been established 
beyond all shadow of doubt by Calvary. 
When the glorified Christ appeared to John 
on Patmos, he said, “I have the keys of 
death.” What-a comfort, when our be- 
loved are taken into the wnseen world, 
to know that its keys are in his hands. 
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They are hands that bear nail prints elo- 
quent of his love and grace toward us. 
Therefore they are hands that we can 
safely trust. In asking us to maintain our 
trust in himself through the hour of calam- 
ity, our Lord has not asked what is too 
much for us. 

Then there is a twofold consolation in 
our verses. Having asked for their con- 
tinued confidence, our Lord sets before 
his disciples two comforting considerations. 

First, he shows that behind the separation 
from which they shrink he has a purpose of 
love. To them it seemed unthinkable that 
(as they thought) his career should end 
so abruptly and under such sad circum- 
stances. To them it seemed that for him 
to die so soon would be to leave his work 
unfinished when it had hardly begun. There 
seemed so much for him still to do. But 
in all such reasonings they were mistaken. 
And now he tells them of one of the pur- 
poses behind his return to the Father. He 
goes to prepare a place for them. Their 
interests are involved. A purpose of love 
toward them lies behind the circumstances 
of immediate sorrow. 

Can we doubt that the same is true when 
eur way is darkened with sorrow we can- 
not understand? Perhaps with us as with 
these men the grief that desolates our lives 
may be the unexpected and untimely end- 
ing of a life most precious to us, a life 
full of promise and hope, but cut off when 
it had scarce begun. Then let us remember 
that the life that is is not the only life there 
is. The fuller, richer life lies beyond the 
present. And in a better land God’s chil- 
dren find a wider scope for the development 
of their powers and for their use than the 
present life can afford them. 

“Death takes us by surprise 

And stays our hurrying feet, 
The great design unfinished lies, 
Our lives are incomplete. 
But in the dark unknown 
Perfect their circles seem, 
E’en as a bridge’s arch of stone 
Is rounded in the stream.” 

The other word of comfort is this: “And 
if I go... I will come again, and receive 
you unto myself; that where I am, there

ye may be also.” Here is a happy prospect 
beyond. the separation. It is the prospect 
of reunion under happier circumstances and 
in a better land. And it is still the Chris- 
tian hope when death separates. “For if 
we believe that Jesus died and rose again, 
even so them also which sleep in Jesus will 
God bring with him. . . . For the Lord 
himself shall descend from heaven with a 
shout, with the voice of the archangel, and 
with the trump of God: and the dead in 
Christ shall rise first: then we which ure 
alive and remain shall be caught up together 
with them in the clouds, to meet the Lord 
in the air: and so shall we ever be with 
the Lord. Wherefore comfort one another 
with these words.” Heaven’s morning will 
break, and earth’s vain shadows flee. 


“Oh, then what raptured greetings 
On aan’s happy shore; 
What knitting severed lism up 
Where partings are no more 
Then eyes with joy shall sparkle, 
That brimmed with tears of late; 
Orphans no longer fatherless,; 
Nor widows desolate.” 


God cares when we are grieved! He 
pleads for our continued confidence; he 
assures us a loving purpose lies behind 
a frowning Providence, — 


“Judge not the Lord by feeble sense, 
But trust Him for His grace; 
Behind a frowning providence ~ 
He hides a smiling. face.” 


He holds out the prospect of being forever 
with the Lord, and there in his presence 
will be the “knitting severed friendships 
up where partings are no more.” In all 
these things, therefore, the Christian may 
be more than conqueror as he sings: 


“Though we pass through tribulation, 
All will be well: 

Ours is such a full salvation, 
All, all is well. 


“We expect a bright tomorrow; 
All will be well; 

Faith can sing through days of sorrow 
‘All, all is well.’ 


On our Father’s love relying, 
Jesus every need supplying, 
Or in living, or in dying, 

All must be well.”

Persecuted Witnesses in *China 


The Christian world has known of 
the persecution, true witness, and remark- 
able experiences of suffering and deliver- 
ance of two missionaries of the China 
Inland Mission, Arnolis Hayman and R. A. 
Bosshardt.. A letter came last year to the 
Editor of THe Sunpay ScHoo.t Times 
from Mr. Hayman which other members 
of the Times Family will rejoice to read. 
It was written from Chefoo in April, after 
the release of both missionaries. It will 
be recalled that they were taken prisoners 
in October, 1934, by the Chinese Com- 
munist Army, and there followed 413 days 
of captivity for Mr. Hayman, and about 
560 days, or more than a year and a half, 
for Mr. Bosshardt. The two missionaries 
had New Testament experiences of super- 
natural joy, peace, fellowship with the Lord, 
and physical endurance. One night Mr. 


Hzyman was told by one of the leaders 
that he was to be crucified on the follow- 
ing day. ‘The day before Christmas they 
were tried by public court on a stage be- 
fore a great crowd. If the popular verdict 
had been “Kill,” as it was-for one Chinese 
prisoner who was tried first, they doubtless 
would have been executed. At another time 
their bare backs were beaten with about 
fifty strokes of a bamboo rod; that eve- 
ning the missionaries washed each other’s 
backs and sang hymns together. 

On Christmas day,.forbidden to speak to 
each other, they talked by signs as best they 
could, and Mr. Hayman tells of a beauti- 
ful incident. “As we sat, each on the side 
of his pile of straw, Mr. Bosshardt picked 
out some wisps, and with the straw shaped 
the letter E which he stood up at the end 
of his bed. Then he shaped an M, then 
another M, which was followed by A, N,

Prophecy’s Greatest Miracle

HO is the greatest man living 

today? The question would get 

different answers in different coun- 
tries. Ask it in Russia, and the answer 
would be quick and positive —certainly if 
there were any listeners: “Comrade 
Stalin.” Ask it in Italy, and no one 
would dare voice any reply but “I! Duce,” 
Mussolini. In Germany the question would 
meet with an instant “Der Fuehrer,” Hitler. 
In such Christian lands as Great Britain, 
Canada, and the United States the replies 
would be many and varied, and with frank 
recognition that only uncertain opinion could 
be ventured. 

But there is an answer to the question, 
different from that given by admirers of 
the great Dictators and wholly removed 
from the uncertainties of human opinion. 
God has given us his own answer, unde- 
batable and final. 

The greatest man living today is the Lord 
Jesus Christ. 

Do we not often forget that the risen, 
ascended, and. glorified Son of God is also 
a Man? This realization came to me in 
a new way, a few years ago, as I picked 
up a tract by Norman H. Camp entitled, 
“The Greatest Man Living Today.” It 
bore the subtitle, “Who is He? Where 
is He?” The first paragraph read: “Tf 
some one in whom you had confidence 
should tell you that a man—a remarkable 
man —is living today in a material body 
of flesh and bones, and is now over 1,900 
years old, would you believe it? If you 
were convinced that this man—this re- 
markable man— is really living and that 
you would some day see him face to facé, 
and be judged by him for all the deeds you 
have ever done or ever will do, what would 
you think?” The tract went on to say: 


The King of Kings 

“Methuselah lived to the remarkable age 
of 969 years, but he is not living today in 
a body of flesh and bones. There is only 
one Man, out of all the millions of men 
who have lived and died, whose body was 
raised from the grave, — ‘never to see cor- 
ruption,’ and who today is living in that 
same body of flesh and bones which he re- 
ceived at the time of his miraculous birth 
and who will live in that body forever. 
Death can never touch him again. ... 
He is seated on the right hand of the 
Majesty on High. He has all power in 
Heaven and on earth. His name is 
Jesus!” 2 

Divine prophecy predicted that Christ, 
aiter he had died by crucifixion, should 
rise again from the dead, and it predicted 
that this Greatest Man Living Today shall 
come back again to this earth to reign, not 
only as a Dictator but as “King of kings, 
and Lord of lor

A secular magazine of enormous cir- 
culation recently published an article 
under the title, “Is It Right to Bring 
Back the Dead?” It was written bya 
well known New York physician, who 
said: “ There is little doubt in my mind 
that this year or next, or in ten or in 
pictomag, FH A oe be no 
more for medical men to bring 
back to life . human being killed by 
accident or disease than it is now to 
administer a hypodermic to restore a~ 
patient’s faculties after a prolonged 
spell of fainting.” He cited cases 
where a man and a dog, apparently 
dead, had been restored to life. He 
went on to say: “But there is a serious 
question as to whether the law of the 
land sanctions the duplication by 
science of Biblical miracles.” 

The entire article is a startling evi- 
dence of the blindness of the natural 
man to facts so plain and undeniable 
that it seems impossible that intelli- 
gent human beings can miss them. 
Dead men will never be restored to 
life by science. Biblical miracles will 
never be duplicated by science. The 
law of the land need not worry as to 
how to meet this situation—it will 
never arise. 

But dead men are going to be 
brought back to life—perhaps this 
year or the next, and certainly at some 
time. God declares this, and his proph- 
ecies never fail.

Prophecy’s greatest miracle is resurrec- 
tion — the resurrection of Christ, the res- 
urrection of all the dead, both saved and 
lost. 

Resurrection is a central, dominant theme 
of Bible prophecy, running through the 
Scriptures, both Old Testament and New. 
Resurrection, or the restoring of life to 
the dead, is a miracle. A miracle is some- 
thing that only God can do, working not 
by any natural law but by his own sov- 
ereign power. Some scientists and. physi- 
cians would have us believe that eventually 
man. will ‘discover the secret of life and 
be able to conquer death. A popular book 
on the remarkable achievements made by 
science in coping with disease is entitled 
“Men Against Death,” and the publishers’ 
announcement said, “Life stuff is believed 
to-be potentially immortal.” They overlook 
the fact that all “life stuff” on earth to- 
day is poisoned by sin, and that “the wages 
of sin is death.” “Men against death” are 
doomed to failure; only God can deal with 
death, and he does so only through his 
Son, Jesus Christ. 

It is important to be sure that we under- 
stand the meaning of the word resurrection 
as used in God’s Word. It never means 
merely ‘continued spiritual existence, as 


many Modernists say, but in most Bible’ 
passages it means the restoring of the 
dead body to life. A missionary to Japan 
told me, years ago, of a conversation 
he had with a theological professor who 
had said to him in conversation, “I believe 
in the resurrection of Jesus.” 

The missionary asked: “What do you 
mean by the resurrection of Jesus? Do you 
mean that his physical body was raised 
from the grave?” 

With a sneer the theological professor 
answered: “No, of course I don’t believe - 
that. I believe his body decomposed and 
went back to the ground like every other - 
human body. But I believe the soul of 
Jesus rose from the dead and is permeating 
human society today.” So this teacher of 
young ministers believed that Christians 
could sing of the resurrection of the Son of 
God and Saviour of sinners only a para- 
phrase of the old song, “John Brown’s body 
lies a-mouldering in the grave, his ‘soul 
goes marching on.” 

But resurrection is not only a miracle, 
and a dominant theme of Bible prophecy; 
it is prophecy’s greatest miracle. There can 
be no doubt of this as we read the Scrip- 
tures, 


Satan’s Worst and God’s Best 


Death is Satan’s worst. Resurrection is 
God’s best. Sin is the worst thing that 
can come to man—and it comes to all 
men. For “by one man sin entered into 
the world, and death by sin; and so death 
passed upon all men, for that all have 
sinned” (Rom. 5:12). And not only is 
death the wages of sin (Rom. 6:23) but 
Satan, man’s worst enemy along with sin, 
has been given the power of death (Heb. 
2:14). 

What was Christ’s supreme mission in 
leaving Heaven and becoming man? The 
whole Bible answers —it was to save lost 
sinners, redeeming them from the power 
of sin and death. He came “to give his 
life a ransom for many” (Matt. 20: 28). 
He took upon himself flesh and blood in 
order that he might die, and he died “that 
through death he might destroy him that 
had the power of death, that is, the devil; 
and deliver them who through fear of death 
were all their lifetime subject to bondage” 
(Heb. 2:14, 15). “For this purpose the 
Son of God was manifested, that he might 
destroy the works of the devil” (1 John 
3:8),—and the worst of those works are 
sin and death. 

Therefore God’s greatest miracle, his 
supreme miracle, is that victory over death 
which consists of resurrection -- the resur- 
rection of the body as weil as of the soul 
and spirit that are “dead in trespasses and 
sins” (Eph. 2:1). 

The resurrection of the nae of the be- 
liever is an imperative necessity if God 
is to be true to his trust—and he is!: 
He asks us to give him our bodies. “I be- 
seech you therefore, brethren, by the mercies 
of God, that ye present your bodies a liv-

ing sacrifice’? (Rom. 12:1). After we 
have done this, and— should the Lord not 
come before we die — have then gone down 
into death trusting in God’s Son as our 
Saviour, and our bodies have had to suc- 
cumb to the power of death and the ravages 
of physical corruption, is God going to 
abandon that which we have given him, 
leaving it for all eternity in the power of 
the enemy, death? God forbid! We know 
that these bodies shall be raised from the 
dead, for, with Paul, “I know whom I 
have believed, and am persuaded that he 
is able to keep that which I have com- 
mitted unto him against that day” (2 Tim. 
1:12). “For our conversation [citizen- 
ship] is in heaven; from whence also we 
look for the Saviour, the Lord Jesus Christ: 
who shall change our vile body [body of 
humiliation] that it may be fashioned like 
unto his glorious body [body of glory] ac- 
cording to the working whereby he is able 
even to subdue all things unto himself” 
(Phil. 3: 20, 21). . : 

“The Working of His Mighty Power” 

There are many other Scriptures that 
show that the resurrection of the body is 
God’s greatest miracle. One of the most 
convincing is given in Paul’s_ inspired 
prayer in Ephesians 1: 15-23. The apostle 
prays that the eyes of the understanding 
of all children of God may be enlightened, 
that they may know their hope and their 
riches, “and what is the exceeding great- 
ness of his power to us-ward who believe, 
according to the working of his mighty 
power, which he wrought in Christ, when 
he raised him from the dead, and set him 
at his own right hand in -the heavenly 
places, far above all principality, and power, 
and might, and dominion, and every name 
that is named, not only in this world, but 
also in that which is to come: and hath 
put all things under his feet.” As some 
one has said, God was able to take a dead 
man and make him the business manager 
of the universe. 

Death is never a friend, always an en- 
emy; and there can be no unconquered 
enemies of God and Christ and his children 
in eternity —if there were such an enemy 
it would be a lasting reproach to, and re- 
flection upon, the power of Christ. So we 
read in the great resurrection chapter, 1 
Corinthians 15, that Christ “must reign, till 
he hath put all. enemies under his feet. 
The last enemy that shall be destroyed is 
death.” And death can be done away and 
destroyed only by releasing from its power 
those over whom it was allowed for a time 
to operate. So the resurrection of the body 
is Christ’s supreme triumph and prophecy’s 
greatest miracle. 

A California pastor, with whom I have 
had precious fellowship in prayer and con- 
ference ministry on the Pacific Coast, wrote 
in a personal letter a few years agu: “On 
Easter morning I was enabled to give a 
message on Revelation 1:18: ‘I am he 
that liveth, and was dead; and, behold, I 
am alive for evermore.’ Never before had 
I seen so clearly, nor been permitted to 
bring to others so clearly, the fact that in 
celebrating the resurrection of our Lord 
we are celebrating the greatest victory 
ever won.” 

In what sonie Bible scholars believe to 
have been the first book of the Bible that 
was written, Job; is one of the most glori- 
ous prophecies of the resurrection of the 
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body. In the agony, almost despair, of his 
physical and spiritual suffering, tempted by 
his own wife to “curse God, and die,” 
Job’s faith cries out: “I know that my 
redeemer liveth, and that he shall stand 
at the latter day upon the earth: and though 
after my skin’ worms destroy this body, 
yet in my flesh shall I see God: whom I 
shall see for myself, and mine eyes shall 
behold, and not another; though my reins 
be consumed within me” (Job 19: 25-27). 

Daniel, the great prophet of the end of 
the age in which we are now living, whose 
inspired writing was quoted by the Lord 
Jesus as an authority (Matt. 24:15), was 
enabled by inspiration to predict that in a 
far distant future “many of them that sleep 
in the dust of the earth shall awake, some 
to everlasting life, and some to shame and 
everlasting contempt” (Dan. 12: 2). 

So Daniel predicts the two resurrections, 
those of the saved and of the lost, declared 
by the Lord both in his earthly lifetime 
and in the Revelation. To the Jews, Christ 
gave the Gospel invitation and at the same 
time the solemn warning of prophecy: 
“Verily, verily, I say unto you, The hour 
is coming, and now is, when the dead shall 
hear the voice of the Son of God‘ and 
they that hear shall live. . . . Marvel not 
at this: for the hour is coming, in the 
which all that are in the graves shall hear 
his voice, and shall come forth; they that 
have done good, unto the resurrection of 
life; and they that have done evil, unto 
the resurrection of damnation” (John 5: 
25, 28, 29). 

No “General Resurrection”’ 


Those who mistakenly think that the 
Scriptures teach only a “general resurrec- 
tion” in which, at one and the same time, 
all men shall be raised from the dead (both 
the saved and the lost), ignore the inspired 
teaching “that no prophecy of the scrip- 
ture is of any private [that is, isolated or 
detached] interpretation” (2 Pet. 1:20), 
and they fail to read Daniel and John in 
the light of the Lord’s prophecy in Reve- 
lation, where John was shown risen saints 
who “lived and reigned with Christ a thou- 
sand years,” and then at once was told 
that “the rest of the dead lived not again 
until the thousand years were finished.” 
We have the divine explanation concern- 
ing those who lived and reigned with 
Christ: “This is the first resurrection. 
Blessed and holy is he that hath part in 
the first resurrection: on such the second 
death hath no power, but they shall be 
priests of God and of Christ, and shall 
reign with him a thousand years” (Rev. 
20: 4-6). 

The resurrection of those who reject 
Christ is predicted as coming a ‘thousand 
years later, when John saw “the dead, 
small and great, stand before God. .-. . 
And the sea gave up the dead which were 
in it; and death and hell [hades] delivered 
up the dead which were in them: and they 
were judged every man according to their 
works. And death and hell [hades] were 
cast into the lake of fire. This is the 
second death, And whosoever was not 
found written in'the book of life was cast 
into the lake of fire” (Rev. 20: 11-15). 

It is a solemn, awe-inspiring thought, 
that God’s power is so great that he can 
bring to life the dead bodies even of lost 
souls. So prophecy’s greatest miracle is 
manifested in the resurrection of the lost 
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as well as of the saved. But its supreme 
triumph is in doing away with all the 
effects and consequences of sin, including 
the death of the body, for those who have 
received the Son of God as their Saviour. 
To them comes the glad assurance: “So 
when this corruptible shall have put on 
incorruption, and this mortal shall have 
put on immortality, then shall be brought to 
pass the saying that is written, Death is 
swallowed up in victory. O death, where 
is thy sting? O grave, where is thy vic- 
tory?. The sting .of death is sin; and 
the strength of sin is the law. But thanks 
be to God, which giveth us the victory 
through our Lord Jesus Christ” (1 Cor. 
15: 54-57). 

Prophecy assures the Lord’s return, and 
the Logd’s return assures the resurrection 
of the body for all believers who shall have 
died before his coming, and the instant 
change into glorified bodies for all who are 
living when he comes. James H. McCon- 
key has well said: ‘We know of no event 
between’ us and the coming of the Lord. 
It may be years from now; it may be to- 
morrow; it may be today. Each genera- 
tion stands in eager expectancy as on the 
very brink of the mightiest miracle of the 
miracle-working God. since the resurrec- 
tion ef his Son from the dead. The veil 
of our mortal flesh trembles under the 
anticipating touch of Him who may at any 
moment rend it asunder for the outshining 
of His glory, for the manifestation of the 
sons of God. This is the climax of this 
comfort wherewith we are comforted, that 
the Resurrection may take place at any 
moment.” 

The resurrection of the body is prophecy’s 
greatest miracle, climaxing God’s grace in 
salvation and redemption, for it enables 
those who were “dead in trespasses and 
sins” to say: “Beloved, now are we the 
sons of God, and it doth not yet appear 
what we shall be: but we know that, when 
he shall appear, we shall be like him; for 
we shall see him as he is” (1 John 3:2).

A Side Light on the Lesson in This Issue 


HERE is a correspondence in 1 John 

2: 12-14 with the three classes of sheep 
our Lord speaks of to Peter in John 21: 
15-17: “I write unto you, fathers .; 

I write 
unto you, children.” -John is here appar- 
ently thinking of the Lord’s last injunction 
to Peter, as Peter in his Epistles, by the 
use of stereos, sterizo, and the like (“to 
strengthen”) is recalling to himself Christ’s 
words,- “And when thou art converted, 
strengthen thy brethren” (Luke 22: 32). 

“They saw a... fish laid thereon, and a 
loaf. . . .

There was here neither bread nor 
fish enough for one hungry fisherman, to 
say nothing of seven. Here was a miracu- 
lous feeding of the multifude in minia- 
ture, 

The twenty-first chapter of John is the 
epilogue to the Gospel as the first is the

prologue. It deals with the two ministries 
of the Church age, the evangelizing and 
the teaching ministries under the figures 
of fishing and shepherding. That the mir- 
aculous draught of fish referred to the 
world-wide mission movement is suggested 
by the explanation of Jerome, who says 
that in the classic Halieutica, or science of 
fish, 153 different kinds of fish are men- 
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tioned. So in Matthew 13: 47, 490: “Again, 
the kingdom of heaven is like unto a net, 
that was cast into the sea, and gathered of 
every kind. . . So shall it be at. the end 
of the age.” " Hengstenberg, on the other 
hand, sees in this number 153 an allusion 
to the 153,600 Canaanite converts who were 
received into the theocracy in the time of 
Solomon (2 Chron. 2: 17).

Encouragements and warnings from all the world

HE Mind and the Stars.—There are 
those, like the late President Eliot 

‘™ of Harvard, who think that the enor- 
mous expanse of the stellar heaven gives 
to man such relative. insignificance as to 
make incredible the Christian teaching of 
God’s intervention for man’s salvation. But 
two facts discredit this popular but super- 
ficial opinion.. The first is that no evi- 
dence has been found to show that. any 
point in the- visible - universe. offers con- 
ditions for human. existence except this 
earth. Our planet is the Beth-lehem- 
Ephratah among the. stars, little among 
thousands, but into which has come He 
whose - goings forth have -been from old, 
from everlasting. 

The second fact was stated by Pascal 
when he. said that man was indeed a frail 
reed, but a thinking reed, also. Dr. Alexis 
Carrel, in “Man the Unknown,” has placed 
‘over against the material universe of the 
heavens the spiritual universe, equally vast, 
of the brain. He says: 

“Our intelligence can no more realize 
the immensity of the brain than the extent 
of the siderial universe. The cerebral sub- 
stance contains more than 12,000 million 
cells. These cells are connected to one 
another by fibrils, and each fibril possesses 
several branches. By means of these fibrils 
they associate several trillion times and 
this prodigious crowd of tiny individuals 
and invisible fibers works as if it were 
essentially one. To an observer of the sim- 
plicity of the molecular and atomic worlds 
the brain appears as an unintelligible phe- 
nomenon.” 

This is a description of one brain. But 
there are billions of brains on earth as 
there are billions of stars in the heavens. 


Abraham and the Professors.—In the 
Baptist Divinity School at Rochester, N. Y., 
is a professor, Earl B. Cross. Professor 
Cross has written a book, the title of which 
is “The Hebrew Family.” On page 80 he 
explains that “the claim to descent from a 
common ancestor on the part of the He- 
brew tribes was more or less of a polite 
fiction.” 

I thought of Professor Cross on reading, 
in a recent number of the Allgemeine 
Kirchenzeitung of Leipzig, an Old Testa- 
ment study by Professor Dr. O. Proksch of 
the University of Erlangen. Here is what 
Professor Proksch says of. Abraham, the 
common ancestor of the Jews: 

“In Abraham, the oldest of the prophets, 
stands before us one who was at the same 
time the pillar of history and a creator 
of history because. God made history 
through him. From before his tent in 
Beersheba runs a brook which has never 
dried but has flowed ever farther and 
farther, taking into itself other streams, and 
becoming the river of history, flowing 
through humanity to the end of days. ‘No 
one was greater than Abraham,’ said the 

. Danish theologian Kierkegaard, and who 
will deny it! He was a great figure of 


antiquity, yet robbed of the supports on 
which the man of old time relied when 
he went out from his father’s house, his 
friends, and his fatherland. Men in an- 
tiquity were supported. by their blood rela- 
tionships, by a common ownership of land, 
by their tribal connection, by a common 
worship and common customs. We see this 
in Abraham’s successors of the present day 
in the East, 

“Abraham was torn out from all these 
binding relationships and appointed to de- 
pendence upon God alone. Before this 
he Had not known this God, for he had 
grown up in the cults of other gods, thosé 
of his home. But now that God had come 
to him he felt himself. subjected to a divine 
compulsion which he could not resist. God 
led him from his father’s house, drove him 
forth. . . ..He subjected himself wholly to 
God so that he was even ready to sacrifice 
his only son to God. In this dedication 
of his son he sacrificed himself since, ac- 
cording to ancient belief, a man lived on- 
ward through his son. <A childless man was, 





Revival Signs 
in the Far East 


Dr. John Sung, who left a career 
in pure science to take up evangel- 
ism in China, has been preaching 
in the island of Formosa. During 
three weeks thousands of lukewarm 
Christians renewed their allegiance 
to Christ, long-prayed-for relatives 
and friends were converted, and mul- 
titudes asked for prayer. In North 
Formosa 151 preaching bands were 
formed with three or more mem- 
bers each.

Through this faith 
God made history. The historical life 
[mark the words, Professor Cross], which 
unfolded itself from Abraham, was as a 
spring which gushes up out of the depths 
and waters the land. The deepest theme of 
world history is, as Goethe said, the con- 
flict of belief with unbelief. It began with 
Abraham.” . 


A Converted Priest in Cuba.—A letter 
from Mrs. de Molina of Santiago de Cuba, 
Cuba, reads in part as follows: 

“My father, the Rev. Mr. Pais, is pas- 
tor of the Baptist Church here, and two 


months ago, late at night, he was visited 
by a stranger. This proved to be the priest- 
organist of the cathedral who for years 
had been troubled regarding the errors 
of the Church he served. In Spain and 
in Central America he had thought to 
leave Catholicism but was hindered. Now 
he was ready to leave all for Christ. 

“A. child had led him. <A few days 
before, he was reprimanding some children 
for noisiness at the cathedral door -whereat 
one of them spoke up, saying: ‘You are 
the one to be scolded. Does:not your con- 
science ‘prick you for blindly. leading souls 
to perdition instead .of showing them the 
light of God’s Word?’ The boy, who was 
but ten, is active in testimony in homes. 

“The astonished priest, amazed at. this 
confirmation of his own inner feelings com- 
ing from so unexpected a source, asked 
the boy where he had been taught such 
things. He got his answer, and went to 
see the Baptist pastor. 

“Then he sent his resignation to the arch- 
bishop, with an open letter in the local 
press, together with messages addressed 
to the souls he had misled in Catholicism. 
After the second article had been published, 
the newspapers refused to continue. They 
had been threatened with discontinuance of 
advertising by leading Catholic firms. 

“Senor Blanco started in to preach, and 
every night crowds went to hear him. For 
those. of us who have been in touch with 
converted priests it was a happy and un- 
usual experience to hear him deliver power- 
ful messages, fully evangelical, like those 
of consecrated preachers. For it is the 
common experience for these newly con- 
verted priests to feel at sea when they are 
without: their old stand-bys and cannot 
preach on confession, Purgatory, the Vir- 
gin, and the like. But Mr. Blanco pounds 
on man’s sin, salvation, and the ‘Christian 
life with real power. 

“He is now on an evangelistic trip. Halls 
are crowded everywhere, theaters have to 
be rented, and people listen from the sur- 
rounding streets as our brother is gifted 
with a carrying voice. 

“The Catholic authorities are bent on 
silencing him before the Eucharistic Con- 
gress in this town next month. 

“Please ask your readers to pray for 
him and stay up his hands, as he is living 
by faith and treading a new path.”—Mrs, 
Sara Pais de Molina, Box 393, Santiago 
de Cuba, Cuba. 


An Austrian Savonarola.—The recent 
visit of Cardinal Pacelli to the United 
States brings to mind an incident in his 
past career. At long intervals in the his- 
tory of the Roman Church appear occa- 
sional figures of real nobility, such as 
Arnold of Brescia and Savonarola and 
Lacordaire. In the past they were burned; 
in the present, subjected to ignominious 
ostracism. In the Austria of today is a 
man of this type, Dr. Johan Uhde, of great 
learning. and ‘eloquence, professor of the- 
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ology in the University of Graz. Back 
in 1911, his heart being distressed at the 
ravages which drink was causing to his 
people, Dr. Uhde started on a campaign 
for total abstinence, atethe same time mak- 
ing public protest against other forms of 
moral evil. He carried his crusade from 
Alps to Danube, into city and remote ham- 
let, devoting the income from his writings 
to the relief of drunkards’ families. In 
Graz he built up a large temperance res- 
taurant where food could be obtained with- 
out intoxicants. His total abstinence so- 
ciety was growing in all parts of Austria. 
Finally he drew up bills to close the drink 
shops from Saturday morning till Monday 
morning. 

The powerful drink interests of Austria 
were furious. They appealed to Dr, Siepel, 
ex-chancellor of the Empire, himself a 
€atholic priest and in close political alli- 
ance with the drink interests. Dr. Uhde 
gave further offense to hide-bound clericals 
by urging the use of alcohol-free wine in 
the Mass. He was ordered to abandon his 
agitation. 

This ban on the earnest and saintly man 
made a bad impression in Austria. But he 
continued to write and teach and labor for 
the reform of drunkards. So a second re- 
proof was arranged, this time through the 
mouth of Cardinal Pacelli. Uhde replied 
firmly, defending the position that alcohol 
was a poison, and advocating its suppres- 
sion by the state. On December 7, 1920, 
came the final and authoritative word. He 
was positively forbidden by Rome to en- 
gage in further activities of this. sort. 

Great indignation in Austria, where Uhde 
was looked on as the noblest figure in the 
Austrian Church! Scores of protest meet- 
ings were held, The episcopate of Austria 
threatened all who went to such meetings 
with ex-communication by name. The con- 
sequences were unexpected. Thousands 
withdrew from the Roman Church, and the 
present important Reformation movement 
in Austria can, in part, be traced back to 
this beginning. 5 

Would that Dr. Uhde himself might lefive 
Rome to lead it. He once ran for the 
Austrian parliament on the announced plat- 
form of the Ten Commandments,. He has 
the making of an Austrian Luther. Un- 
happily he is silent. Nevertheless, he re- 
calls Savonarola, the Italian preacher of the 
fifteenth century, who amid the degradations 
and ccrruptions of his time was a precursor 
of the Reformation. 


Reaching -Scuth American Indians.— 
Mr. Ritchie, a missionary in Peru, writes 
in World Dominion of the Indians of the 
Andean range,—a strong, hardy people 
numbering many millions and speaking but 
two closely-related languages. From the 
borders of Colombia through Ecuador, 
Peru, Bolivia, to the frontiers of Chile and 
Argentina, the tribes that once formed the 
great Inca Empire remain a solid block 
of aboriginal humanity. Most of them 
speak Quicha, though ‘in different dialects, 
but the Indians of the Titicaca region use 
the Aymara, The New Testament has 
been translated into both languages, either 
in part or in whole. In recent years a 
marked hunger for liberty, education, and 
Christian teaching has made itself evident 
among these people. In the central Sierra 
of Peru an indigenous church of nearly a 
hundred congregations has grown up. None 
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has ever had a paid pastor or mission- 
ary in charge, but they contribute to the 
support of eight national evangelists who 
travel throughout the region, helping the 
churches by brief periodical visits. Sim- 
ilar groups are springing up in Southern 
Peru. They gather round the Word of 
God, which is read and expounded to them 
by one of themselves who may be a little 
better educated than the rest. 

“A surprise visit to one of these churches 
found a company of some eighty Indians 
of both sexes gathered in a schoolroom 
really too small for comfort. Happy, well 
dressed in Indian style, and prosperous- 
looking, they formed a striking contrast to 
the average type of the region. We had 
a great welcome, but they made no modi- 
fication of their service save to ask us to 
give them a message. The proceedings 
were opened with a roll-call, the minutes of 
the previous Sunday’s service were read, 
with hymns, choruses, texts, etc. Then a 
service roll-call was taken. ‘How many 
had learned the text? How many had held 
family prayers? How many had bought 
books? Sold books? Distributed tracts? 
How many had spoken to others about 
Christ? © Visited the sick, etc.?’? And while 
only a small number raised their hands 
to some of the questions, there was a 
forest of hands in response to the queries, 
‘How many gave to the offering?’ They

An Awakening in Siam.—The Rev.

The Lesson as a Whole |

Approach to the Lesson 


UR modern Easter is more a cele- 
O bration of the hidden Lord than a 

glorification of the risen Lord. For 
he is hidden from this garish world, even 
that part which commemorates the resur- 
rection. This closing study in John’s Gos- 
pel comes upon Easter day, and it is a 
study of the risen Lord. No message is 
more needed today. Francis D.° Sayre, 
Assistant Secretary of State, in introducing 
a world-famous preacher to a nation-wide 
radio audience, declared that “the prevail- 


ing note of the day is profound discour- 


agement. ... Materialism seems triumphant, 
economic breakdown confronts the people, 
and war haunts the world.” Then the 
famous preacher called for a union of all 
denominations to meet Fascism and Com- 
munism. All this is a confession that the 
living Lord is not real to many. There 
can be no discouragement in the presence 
of him who was dead and is alive forever- 
more, ; 


The Historical Setting 

Christ rose early on the ‘first day of the 
week (Mark 16:9), probably on April 9, 
A, D. 30. Mary Magdalene came “when

it was yet dark’ (John 20:1), probably 
meaning that it was yet dark when she 
started, the sun appearing when she reached 
the tomb, or shortly after (Mark 16:2). 


Verse by Verse 


John 20:19—The same day at evening, 
being the first day of the week. A new 
beginning of days, marking the beginning 
of the new creation. This appearance of 
the Lord is late in the evening, after the 
two disciples returned seven miles from 
Emmaus (cf. Luke 24:20, 33-36). The 
doors were shut. This indicates a miracu- 
lous entrance of the Lord into the room, 
as in verse 26; his resurrection body was 
not subject to the limitations of matter. 
Peace be unto you (John 14:27). 


Verse 20—He shewed unto them his 
hands and his side. The nailprints and 
the mark of the s~ ord were still in the 
resurrection body. ‘The other disciples be- 
lieved because they saw the Lord (except 
John—v. 8), and were not much stronger 
than Thomas in their faith (cf. Luke 24: 
11). Glad, when they saw the Lord. Ful- 
filling John 16: 20, 22. 

Verse 21.—As my Father hath sent me, 
even so send I you. The great commission 
as recorded in John (cf. 17:18). 


Verse 22.—He breathed on them, and 
saith unto them, Rece-ve ye the Holy Ghost. 
Some consider this an actual receiving of

the Holy Spirit by the disciples. But it 
seems quite evident that this is a symbolic 
action, indicating that the Holy Spirit pro- 
ceeds from the Lord Jesus, and pointing 
to the Spirit’s coming at Pentecost. They 
were to wait in Jerusalem for the fulfill- 
ment of this promise. 


Verse 23.—Whose soever sins ye remit, 
they are remitted unto them. The Church, 
indwelt by the Holy Spirit, gives forth 
the message of Christ, and declares men 
forgiven who genuinely believe in Christ, 
While not infallible in every individual case 
(for there are many unsaved in the church), 
yet, as guided by the Spirit, there is re- 
mission or withholding of remission. 


Verse 26.—After eight days. Evidently 
on the first day of the week. 


Verse 28—My Lord and my God. 
Thomas is lifted out of doubt into the 
crowning confession of the Book of John, 
perhaps going beyond the other disciples 
in his clear recognition that Jesus is God. 


Verse 20.—Blessed are they that have 
not seen, and yet have believed. Thomas 
is gently rebuked. He should have be- 
lieved without seeing. ‘We also have abun-. 
dant evidence to believe, though we have 
not seen. j 


John 21: 21—Lord, and what shall this 
man do? Peter was keenly interested in’ 
his friend John; this led him to ask about 
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his work, and especially whether his death 
would be like his own (vs. 18, 19). 


Verse 22.—/f I will that he tarry ull I 
come. A statement indicating the divine 
sovereignty of Christ in controlling just 
how long his disciples would live, and also 
referring to his personal return, to the 
fact that some believers would live until 
that coming, and that he might possibly 
come in their generation. What is that 
to thee? The thought is, Suppose John 
never dies? Your concern is my will for 
you. ; 


The Heart of the Lesson 


The crowning miracle of the Bible and 
of history, the sign of all signs in John, 
the glorious book of “signs,” is the resur- 
rection of our Lord. When Thomas, at 
sight of his risen Lord, was transformed 
from the discouraged doubter to the tri- 
umphant believer and cried, “My Lord and 
my God,” the Saviour pronounced bless- 
ing on those who have not seen but be- 
lieved. Is this blessing ours? Do we know 
the living Lord today? A startling fact 
about John’s record of the resurrection is 
that it is a record of the risen Lord’s fel- 
lowship with Mary Magdalene, Peter, John, 
Thomas, and others of his inner circle

should probably be translated, “Do not keep 
clinging to me.” The words contain an 
answer to Mary’s wonder concerning the 
future relationships of the risen Lord; a 
change is to come, fully inaugurated by his 
ascension and his sending the Holy Spirit. 

Peter Recommissioned. The Lord com- 
forted Peter by appearing to him on his 
resurrection day. Then came the blessed 
recommissioning for service, recorded by 
John. The Lord’s first quéstion was, 
“Lovest thou me more than these?” The 
second time he asked, “Lovest thou me?” 
Both times he used the rich word for love 
contained in John 3:16. Peter answered 
each time, “Thou knowest I have an affec- 
tion for thee.” The third time the Lord 
asked, “Dost thou have an affection for 
me?” Peter was grieved, not because the 
Lord repeated the question three times, but 
because the third time he changed to Peter’s 
weaker word. Peter, once self-confident, 
now humbled, and with his confidence only 
in the Lord, answered, “Lord, thou knowest 
all things; thou knowest that I have an 
affection for thee.” His failure had come 
because he did not recognize the Lord knew 
him and all things. . The. Lord who had 
said to Peter then, “Thou canst not follow 
me now,” now gives the _— command : 
“Follow me.” 


Practical and Personal Applications 

Believe him! Read Romans 10:9-!11; 
John 20:9, 25; John 20: 20. 

Love him! “Lovest thou me?” is his 
question to us. If the living Lord is real 
to us, we cannot but love him, though we 
have not seen him (1 Pet. 1:8). 

Follow him! See Heart of the Lesson. 

Wait for him! If they looked for him 
in that first generation, how much more 
should we! 


Rejoice in him! Both-the angels and 
the Lord asked Mary, “Woman, why weep- 
est thou?”. There is no need of sadness 
now, since Christ lives. Even in the midst 
of sorrow, we have joy, and no one can 
take our joy from us (John 16:22; 1 Pet.

Glad, when they saw the Lord (John 20: 
20). Did you ever dream a departed loved 
one had come back to earth, and how 
delighted you were in the dream, —and 
alas, how disappointed almost to tears at 
awakening and finding it only a dream? 

One day George Arnold of Paterson, 
N. J., took me through some of the New 
York and New Jersey cemeteries. And 
what a wonderful show it is. If you ever 
get a chance don’t miss seeing the graphic 
misapplication of great wealth. A $100,000 
tomb that would endow twenty hospital 
beds and be Mr. Million’s family memorial 
which the birds and the weather and Old 
Father Time could never mar and put out 
of style.

But 
in his various plants were young men of 
application and ability who gave to the 
Carnegie interests the best. that was in 
them, These young men who were devoted 
to the business had no idea what Mr. Car- 
negie had back in his mind. They prob- 
ably thought they were fortunate in having 
a good job. 


When Mr. Carnegie sold out to the - 


United States Steel Company for a large 
sum he set each of these young men in 
the seat of the millionaire. Mr. Charles 
M. Schwab was one of these, and' he be- 
came President of the U. S. Steel Com- 
pany. 

All of this is mere history, and is stated 
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here in order to ask you, looking you 
squarely in the eye, what you would think 
of Charlie Schwab and the rest of “Uncle 
Andy’s young men,” as they were called, if 
they did not take all the pains possible to 
be pleasing to the one who had done so 
much for them. 

Mr. Andrew Carnegie passed out of the 
steel mill picture and later out of the earth 
picture, but his “young men” carried on 
just the same, and others came up and 
were true to the Carnegie tradition, and the 
U. S. Steel holds its commanding place 
as one of the world’s best and greatest 
corporations, 

The Christian Church is a great “cor- 
poration” founded by the Lord Jesus— 
and you are (or can be) one of his “young 
men” to give him your best, whether you 
see him or not. In other words, are you 
not equal in devotion to “a steel man”? 


Two Ways to Follow.~What is that to 
thee? follow thou me (21:22). Peter, 
running true to form to the very last, wants 
to know. Jesus very nicely tells him, but 
not in the way most folks would have 
said it—“That’s none of your business!” 
Jesus was polite, as you see. 

“Peter, your job is to follow me.” Of 
course Peter did not realize it just then, 
but the starting and planting of the Church 
of Christ was the greatest enterprise ever 
put into the hands of a group of men. 
What other enterprise in the hands. of men 
has lasted 1,900 years and still going 
strong? (Matt. 16:18; Maf. 1:11.) 

We have many in the church who are 
more interested in the question of the Johns 
who are at work for the Lord than in 
jumping into the “lamb” feeding business 
for themselves, They are fine Christian 
folks and are assets to the’ church and 
community. They are not following the 
Lord Jesus close enough to talk comfort- 
ably with him or to walk up even with him 
and get the fine inspiration of his fellow- 
ship. Here in Coatesville we do not meet 
them down in “The Neck” where we have 
our colored kindergarten work. I never 
see them at the hospital when I visit 
there. 

Some years ago at the Rock Run Mis- 
sion I had a class of eight fine colored boys 
for whom I needed a teacher. “Would you 
like to give me some help at Rock Run?” 
I asked. 

“Sure,” was the reply. “What is it?” 

“I have a class of eight boys for which 
I want a teacher. Will you take it?” 

“Yes, I reckon I can, if they are not too 
tough.” 

“They are eight nice orderly colored boys, 
twelve to fourteen, and you can do each 
other a lot of good.” 

“Nothing doing,” was the reply I got 
in one way or another from those I ap- 
proached. 

So I got a teacher for a class of women 
I taught and took the colored boys myself. 
I had them until they grew up and went 
away to get good jobs. It was a most 
satisfactory class because I could see I was 
helping them a lot, and they were so appre- 
Ciative. 

And say, boy! What fun I used to have 
in the Wednesday evening prayer meeting 
laughing in my sleeve as I saw and heard 
the “no-darkies-for-me” lustily singing, 
“Where he leads I'll follow!”

Peter and 
six other disciples, named in John 21: 2, 
were restless. They were waiting for some- 
thing to happen—they knew not what. 
In the most startling manner Jesus had 
broken the bands of death and risen from 
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the tomb. In the most startling manner 
he had suddenly appeared to them at vari- 
ous, places, sometimes as they were alone, 
sometimes in groups, and again all to- 
gether. They knew not what moment he 
might appear again. Each time it had been 
a thrilling experience. They waited now, 
hoping he might reappear, but they were 
disappcinted, 

As the afternoon wore on and _ the 
shadows began to lengthen, Peter — doubt- 
less the most restless of them all (see John 
18: 25-27) —said, “I go a fishing”! The 
thing was getting on Peter’s nerves. Fish- 
ing was an overmastering thing with Peter.

Then the strange Voice said: .“Cast the 
net on the right side of the ship, and ye 
shall find [catch a plenty].”  Peter’s face 
broke into an amused smile. Did _ this 
stranger think he could tell him — Peter 
—anything about fishing in those waters — 
the waters he had fished since he was a 
child! And more foolish still: did this 
stranger think that by shifting the net 
a few feet, after fishing all night, they 
would suddenly catch fish, He must 
be.trying to jibe them. But there was some- 
thing-so imperative in that Voice that in 
spite of their incredulity they obeyed it; 
and when they cast the net on the other 
side “they were not able to draw it for 
the multitude of fishes.” Struggling with 
the overloaded net, Peter looked round at 
John and John looked at Peter.

“But Christ’s death stands in the center 
of eternity, and all those who looked for- 
ward from Adam’s time to the death of 
Christ believed that God would send some 
one to die for them, or they did not be- 
lieve; just as since Calvary every one 
either believes that when Christ did die 
it was for them or it was not. Will you 
be one to count that it was your death?” 

“But I know I am here and it is hard 
to pretend that I died,” said the discouraged 
girl. 

“Without the resurrection of Christ and 
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the fact that he offers us his new life 
we could not understand,” continued her 
friend; “but if you will believe and count 
that he has blotted out your old life, with 
all its mistakes, and the death sentence that 
was against you because you were not per- 
fect, then you will find that the new life 
which he has given you will be more real 
to you than anything else. But the trouble 
with so many unhappy people is that they 
want their sins forgiven, yet they wish to 
keep on sinning, and they wish to take on 
the perfection of Christ and mix it with the 
ways of an old life that is dead and should 
be put away. 

“Should cone feed and pet and pamper a 
dead thing? If you want power and joy 
in the new and deathless life that Christ 
offers to each one who will count the old 
life finished, then you must give all your 
attention to the new life! 

“Christ did not die for you and rise from 
the grave just in part or in a half-hearted 
way. He did not offer to love. you. half 
the time and neglect you the other half. 
He did not halfway. promise to come for 
you, and neither can a Christian give God 
half a heart or half a life. Don’t try to be 
‘half dead’! DIE to self and be alive to 
Christ, a truly new creature in Christ.” ~

AST week I told you there was a most 
exciting thing that happened before the 
disciples and women came back to embalm 
Christ’s body. _Did you know what it was? 
Early Sunday morning, very early, the 
women wert with the spices they had pre- 
pared, to make his body ready for burial. 
That was the custom in those days. And 
the disciples went, too. 

“When they came near enough to see 
the tomb, they were startled, for the stone 
was rolled away from the door of the tomb. 
Then they saw an angel, all shining and 
white, who said to the women, “He is not 
here! He is risen!” 

And Jesus was not there! 

But Mary Magdalene stood in the gar- 
den, crying because her Lord was taken 
away, and a man she took to be the gar- 
dener spoke to her and asked her what 
was the trouble. She told him, and then 
the man said, “Mary.” And she knew he 
was her Lord Jesus Christ, and she wor- 
shiped him. 

Later, two disciples met him walking 
along the road to Emmaus, and after that 
all the disciples saw him in an upper room 
where they had gathered. For forty days, 
the Lord Jesus was seen by many believers. 
Then he ascended up to Heaven, where he 
is now, and from where he is coming some 
day to take us all to live with him in 
Heaven. 

We have two bulbs here. One looks 
dead, but when we plant it, it begins to 
grow, and has leaves and flowers. But 
we say of the dead one, This is a lily, 
and we ‘say of the flower, This is a lily. 

That is a picture of resurrection. e 
dry bulb is like our life here. But after 
we are through living here, our body dies 
just as this bulb dies when we put it into 
the ground. But the life that was in it 
grows into a green stalk and flowers, and 
another bulb grows. So the eternal life 
that is really Christ’s life in us will go on 
living, and we shall be alive with Christ, 
even if they bury our bodies. Then, when 
Christ comes, a new body, like the new 
bulb, will be raised, and we shall live in 
it forever. 

How? I don’t know. But Christ has 
promised it. Because he rose from the 
dead, we too, shall rise, and our resurrec- 
tion body will be like his (1 Cor. 15: 20-23).

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fort and help the several copies (four, I 
think it was) brought to Mr. Bosshardt 
and myself the last few weeks we were 
together. Several copies of China's Mil- 
lions and other literature were sent to us, 
but the Reds refused to let us have them. 
It was all the more wonderful, and testifies 
to the wonderful volume of prayer which 
was going up for us throughout the world, 
when Mr. Hermann Becker, who has been 
a China reader of THe Sunpay ScHoor 
TrmeEs for many years, sent in these papers, 
that we were allowed to read them. In 
writing to the Communists, Mr. Becker 
said that as these magazines were ‘not of 
a political nature, surely there would be 
no harm in letting us have them. 

What refreshed us most of all were the 
quotations from the Word. I read to Mr. 
Bosshardt while he did crochet-work with 
a hook converted out of a chopstick, The 
full passages given with the Sunday school 
lessons were especially helpful. It was no 
mere coincidence that three of Dr. Frost’s 
articles concerning suffering should be in 
the copies that came to us. I do not re- 
member the dates of the papers, but they 
included the temperance lesson of Daniel 
and his three friends, and Amos and the 
plumbline. The Red guards were very in- 
terested in Little Jetts, and in Dr, Pace’s 
cartoons. Perhaps the cartoon that they 
could most easily understand was the little 
cigarette with the slave on the chain, and 
the $ going up in smoke. 

Imagine the thrill it gave us to read Mrs. 
Stam’s sister’s letter, telling of herself and 
her husband offering to the Lord’s work in 
China! It reminded us of a letter Mr. 
Becker wrote to our captors, saying that if 
they killed the two missionaries, ten others 
would come in their place. 

Unitedly we went over the article giving 
the order of service for the united school 
with hymns, recitations, and Bible passages. 
Not only did we get snatches of world 


* news from Mr. Ernest Gordon’s and Mr. 


Panton’s pages, but the Survey gave us 
much food for prayer and enabled us more 
intelligently to approach the Throne of 
Grace for the work of the Lord in many 
parts of the world. 

- The papers gave us the first inkling of 
Mr. Norton’s Home-call, and the earth- 
quake in India. “Ruby in the City Dump,” 
and in fact every line of your excellent 
paper was thoroughly enjoyed and read 
more than once. Gradually we cut out 
the parts we thought we could part with 
the easiest, including the advertisements, in 
order that we might be able to take the 
papers with us on the long marches which 
they were then preparing to make. We had 
to carry our own bundles, and every extra 
ounce of weight had to be considered. If 
unable-to keep our place in the line we 
had to throw our bundle away. 

Human language seems an inadequate ve- 
hicle to express our joy and praise to 
Almighty God for the release of our brother 
Bosshardt a fortnight ago. “Blessing and 
honour, and glory, and power, be unto Him 
that sitteth upon the Throne, and unto the 
Lamb, for ever and ever.”

N WRITING to the Roman Christians, 

Paul said, “For the invisible things of 
him from the creation of the world. are 
clearly seen, being understood by the things 
that are made, even his eternal power and 
Godhead; so that they are without excuse” 
(Rom. 1:20). In other words, Paul was 
telling the Roman Christians of certain 
truths about God that may be seen in his 
creation. Even without a special revela- 


‘tion, men may know that there is a good 


and all-wise Creator. 

When Paul stood before King Agrippa 
he asked, “Why should it be thought a 
thing incredible with you, that God should 
raise the dead?” (Acts 26:8.) All through 
the realm of nature God has placed finger 
boards that point to the great truth of the 
resurrection. The springing of the vegetable 
world into new life at the coming of warm 
spring sun and rain, the transformation of 
the ugly caterpillar into a gorgeous butter- 
fly, the emergence of the graceful caddis 
fly from the ugly, wiggly worm on the 
surface of a stream are all faint pictures 
of the escape of the human soul from the 
jaws of death. 

we 

But it-is in the person of the Lord 
Jesus, in his death, and resurrection and 
ascension, that God has given us his great- 
est revelation of the truth of the resurrec- 
tion. And so it is, therefore, around the 
Lord Jesus that Paul builds his greatest 
argument for our resurrection. His argu- 
ment is clear and simple and powerful. 
Some of the Corinthians to whom he was 
writing accepted Christ’s resurrection, yet 
said that there was no life for us after 
death, 

That the Lord Jesus had risen from the 
dead was not denied, for, had it been pos- 
sible for the chief priests and leaders of 
the Jews to have produced any evidence 
whatsoever that the Lord Jesus had not 
risen, they certainly would have done so 
as soon as his resurrection began to be 
preached by the disciples. Therefore, Paul 
argued, since Christ rose from the dead, 
our resurrection is certain. Did not the 
Lord Jesus say, “I am the resurrection, 
and the life: he that -believeth in me, 
though he were dead, yet shall he live: 
and whosoever liveth and believeth in me 
shall never die”? (John 11: 25.)°" 

Then, reversing his argument, Paul con-
